In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Student  Council  sponsors  several 
charitable  projects;  such  as,  a collection  for  the  Junior  Red  Cross, 
the  Heart  Fund,  and  UNICEF.  For  the  first  time  this  year  the  Student 
Council  was  given  the  opportunity  to  do  volunteer  service  at  the 
Bedford  Veteran's  Hospital.  A selected  group  from  the  school  as  a 
whole  along  with  members  of  Student  Council  do  volunteer  service 
there  once  a week. 

With  the  help  of  the  home  economics  department  an  Annual 
Teacher’s  Tea  is  held  early  in  October.  The  Student  Council  mem- 
bers act  as  hosts  and  hostesses  to  the  faculty.  This  enables  the  teach- 
ers to  get  acquainted  with  the  members  of  the  council.  In  order  to 
raise  money  for  worth-while  causes,  the  Student  Council  organizes 
an  amateur  show,  an  auction,  a tag  day,  and  afternoon  dances,  func- 
tions in  which  all  the  high  school  students  may  participate.

After  the  Christmas  holidays,  our  track  and  basket- 
ball teams  weren’t  too  successful;  but  the  hockey  team 
won  six  out  of  seven  games.  At  the  end  of  January 
in  1960,  the  presenting  of  athletic  achievement  awards 
at  an  assembly  made  many  of  us  very  happy,  indeed. 
In  February,  members  of  our  class  also  won  awards 
in  art. 

The  first  science  fair  at  Arlington  High  School,  put 
on  by  the  Science  Club,  came  in  March.  The  seventeen 
exhibits  varied  immensely  with  something  to  please 
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everyone.  The  two  winners  of  first  prizes  went  to  a 
state  fair  with  their  exhibits.  In  March,  also,  the  bas- 
ketball team  ended  their  season  by  beating  Watertown 
for  a total  of  six  wins  and  ten  losses. 

April  gave  us  a second  assembly  for  athletic  achieve- 
ment awards.  Later  in  April  The  Mikado,  presented  by 
the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Club,  was  a wonderful  suc- 
cess. The  actors  stirred  the  audience  to  laughter  many 
times.  During  April,  too,  the  Chess  Club  also  finished 
in  the  first  position  in  the  Greater  Boston  Chess 
League  while  outdoor  work  was  started  by  the  track 
team. 

In  May,  clubs  and  sports  teams  finished  the  season 
with  final  get-togethers  and  elections  of  officers  for  the 
coming  year. 

June  found  us  filled  with  impatience  for  the  closing 
of  school,  but  we  were  burdened  with  studying  for  final 
examinations.  Thus,  ended  our  first  year  in  a much 
more  adult  world  than  we  had  experienced  in  our  ear- 
lier school  life. 

Soon  after  returning  from  summer  vacation  we  be- 
gan the  activities  of  our  junior  year.  The  football  team 
completed  a very  successful  season  by  defeating 
Gloucester  in  a new  Thanksgiving  Day  rivalry.  Soon 
following  that  event,  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  a 
delightful  interpretation  of  A Connecticut  Yankee  In 
King  Arthur's  Court. 

Christmas  vacation  was  a welcome  change  but  very 
short  as  usual.  Upon  our  return  we  were  notified  that 
juniors  would  soon  take  the  Merit  Scholarship  Exam- 
inations and  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests. 

The  winter  sports  program  included  the  participa- 
tion of  the  hockey  team  in  the  State  Tournament;  the 
basketball  team  in  the  Tech.  Tourney;  and  the  track 
team’s  winning  their  division  championship. 

With  the  arrival  of  spring,  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan 
Club  successfully  presented  The  Mockingbird,  a story 
of  old  New  Orleans. 

The  climax  of  the  year  was  the  Junior  Prom,  held 
at  the  Hotel  Continental.  It  was  the  largest  in  the  his- 


tory of  the  school  and  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  events 
of  the  year. 

After  completing  the  College  Board  and  final  exam- 
inations, everyone  departed  to  enjoy  his  summer  activ- 
ities. 

As  the  summer  of  1961  ended  and  September  ar- 
rived, we  eagerly  anticipated  our  final  year  as  seniors 
at  Arlington  High  School.  We  began  classes  earnestly, 
knowing  this  would  be  a busy  year  with  much  respon- 
sibility. The  clubs  and  other  activities  began  their  sea- 
sons with  the  groups — the  Debating  Club,  the  French 
Club,  and  the  Mathematics  Team — newly  added  to 
the  school’s  program.  The  football  team  accomplished 
the  first  undefeated  season  since  1949  and  was  re- 
warded with  a trip  to  Miami,  Florida,  during  the 
Christmas  holidays.  As  the  Arlington  High  School 
eleven  finished  its  season,  the  basketball  and  the  hock- 
ey teams  began  their  schedules.  In  December  the  Dra- 
matic Club  presented  a most  enjoyable  production  of 
the  play.  Our  Town,  and  many  seniors  took  the  Scho- 
lastic Aptitude  Tests. 

As  we  began  the  new  year  of  1962,  many  of  us  either 
had  been  accepted  by  a college  or  were  busy  filing  ap- 
plications. Studying  on  through  the  winter  and  the 
spring,  we  also  were  occupied  with  many  activities  and 
thoughts  of  future  events. 

In  March  the  Science  Club  presented  its  third  annual 
science  fair,  and  April  brought  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan 
Club’s  annual  production.  This  year  it  was  a variety 
show,  containing  excerpts  from  many  successful  Broad- 
way presentations. 

To  conclude  a never-to-be-forgotten  senior  year, 
there  came  the  senior  prom,  the  senior  class  day 
dance,  the  class  day  program,  and  finally  graduation 
day  exercises.  Memories  of  these  events  will  linger 
with  us  for  years  to  come. 

Our  senior  year  was  one  of  termination,  but  it  was 
also  a threshold  of  embarkation  upon  a new  phase  of 
our  lives. 

The  Class  of  1962  has  had  the  distinction  of  having 
had  the  first  Arlington  High  School  Freshmen  for  many 
years  among  its  members.  In  September  1958  two 
groups  of  students  from  both  Junior  High  School  West 
and  Junior  High  School  East  came  to  the  high  school 
and  attended  classes;  they  benefited  from  the  facilities 
and  activities  at  Arlington  High  School.  On  the  follow- 
ing September,  these  two  groups  were  joined  by  the 
rest  of  the  Class  of  1962.  With  graduation  exercises 
their  high  school  years  terminate,  and  the  members  of 
the  Class  of  1962  scatter  to  many  places  to  seek  fur- 
ther education  in  their  chosen  professions  or  to  tackle 
actual  jobs  in  life.

The  mathemat- 
ics team  is  a new  club  this  year.  Mr.  Eaton  or- 
ganized Arlington’s  team,  while  Mr.  Sampson  has 
been  helping  him  with  their  transportation  and 
morale.

To  keep  our  library  functioning  with  efficiency  and 
at  its  fullest  capacity  is  the  aim  of  the  Library  Corps.

Having  previously  chosen  our  respective  trades  in 
our  last  year  at  a junior  high  school,  we  the  members 
of  the  Arlington  Technical  High  School  were  wide-eyed 
and  anxious  to  see  what  our  new  courses  of  study 
would  be  like.  We  soon  found  out  that  they  were 
completely  different  from  anything  we  had  done  in 
the  past.  The  main  difference  was  having  alternate 
weeks  of  classroom  instruction  and  then  putting  our 
theories  to  work  in  shop  work  during  the  intervening 
weeks. 

As  sophomores  we  were  taught  the  basic  funda- 
mentals of  our  trades,  starting  with  the  simple  assign- 
ments and  gradually  working  with  more  difficult  ma- 
terials and  projects.  Our  related  classes  dealt  mainly 
with  theory,  technical  drawing,  and  the  necessary 
mathematics  required  to  master  our  trades. 

In  our  junior  year  having  gained  some  experience, 
we  were  assigned  work  which  was  a little  more  com- 
plicated. We  then  began  to  realize  that  the  purpose  of 
our  schooling  was  to  build  an  adequate  background  for 
use  in  later  years.  ,A.s  time  progressed,  we  all  thought 
that  we  could  take  it  in  stride  since  everyone  had 
settled  down;  however,  little  did  we  realize  the  many 
changes  that  were  about  to  take  place  during  the 
following  year. 

When  we  entered  upon  our  senior  year,  we  en- 
countered the  new  changes  which  had  been  made  dur- 


ing the  summer.  We  found  out  more  subjects  had  been 
added  to  our  courses,  resulting  in  the  hiring  of  four 
new  teachers,  adoption  of  the  name,  Arlington  Teeh- 
nical  and  Vocational  High  School,  and  the  introduction 
of  a four  year  technical  training  course  replacing  the 
former  three. 

Even  though  all  these  changes  had  come  about,  we 
still  had  to  keep  up  with  our  studies.  Before  we  knew 
it,  the  senior  prom  and  graduation  were  at  hand. 

Having  had  a three  year  technieal  high  school  back- 
ground and  knowing  that  it  is  impossible  to  learn 
everything  in  so  short  a time,  some  have  decided  to  go 
on  for  further  schooling  before  seeking  employment 
upon  graduation. 

One  of  the  privileges  awarded  seniors  in  good  stand- 
ing is:  after  proving  their  abilities  and  qualifications, 
they  have  their  choice  of  going  out  to  work  on  April  1, 
or  staying  in  school  until  June. 

As  graduates  we  are  ready  to  face  the  world  in  any 
direction  we  travel  and  assume  any  responsibilities 
that  we  may  encounter.  We  shall  always  remember  the 
educational  tours  to  industry,  usually  three  a year  and 
the  interesting  assemblies  which  included  hlms  on  sci- 
ence and  lectures  by  personnel  from  the  business 
world.  The  proms  and  other  activities  which  we  shared 
with  our  high  school  colleagues  has  left  a lasting  im- 
pression. Last  but  not  least  the  good  fellowship  and 
lasting  friendship  we  have  built  over  the  past  three 
years  will  linger  in  our  memories  forever.
